Until the State Board of 
Canvassers reviews the accuracy of 
results on August 26 in Lansing, the 
election will remain off the record. 

Locally, all the numbers pub- 
lished in the August 8 edition of the 
Avalanche have stood the test of the 
local Canvassers. 

Because the majority of races 
decided last week covered many 
other counties besides Crawford, 
no one can be sure of the exact vote 
totals until the State Board of 
Canvassers gives ils seal of 
approval. 

We hope to bring you at least the 
official results of the local races in 
next week’s issue of the Avalanche 
and apologize for the delay. 

A side note to the election: 
Secretary of State Candice Miller is 
cainpaigning hard to rid the prima- 
ry election process of the “Do Not 
Split Your Ticket” rule. 

She recently reported approxi- 
mately 224,000 ballots, statewide, 
were disqualified August 6 because 
voters either didn’t realize or forgot 
about the one-party voting rule. In 
the November 5 general election, 
voters will be allowed to vote for 
anyone on the ballot, regardless of 
party affiliation. 


City’s trash service 
agreement finalized 


> New five-year 
contract includes 
same services except 


for recycling

The City of Grayling and Waste 
Management Inc. recently finalized 
a new five-year contract for curb- 
side trash pick-up within the city. 

The city’s previous contract with 
Waste Management expired June 
30, 2002. The city put the service 
out for bids in April, and Waste 
Management was the only company 
to submit a proposal. 

In May, the Grayling City 
Council and Waste Management 
negotiated the basic terms of the 
new contract. 

After inspecting the numbers, 
Councilman Roger Moshier said he 
thought the “price increase was kind 
of high,” an estimated rate hike of 
25 percent ($87,000 per year to 
$107,500 per year, approximately). 

“T also thought 25 percent was 
high,” said Councilman Brian 
Banda, | 


The council and representatives — 


from Waste Management discussed 
the numbers and the possibility of 
changing some of the services (yard 


waste, large items, recycling, etc.). 

Moshier proposed an eight per- 
cent price increase, and moved to 
approve the new contract with 
Waste Management with the eight 
percent increase plus elimination of 
curbside recycling, with the provi- 
sion that the city manager, city 
attorney, and Waste Management 
finalize the exact language of the 
contract. 

The motion passed 3-0 ~ with two 
council members absent — on May 
28. 

Reasons for dropping curbside 
recycling (aside from the monetary 
savings), according to council 
members, include overall lack of 
use by city residents and presence 
of a nearby alternative - the 
Grayling Township Recycling 
Center, which can be used at no 
charge by any Crawford County 
resident. 

City officials and Waste 
Management worked out the final 
language of the new trash removal 
contract, and it was signed in July. 
The contract — effective July. 1, 


~ 2002 to June 30, 2007 — includes the 


following basic services, according 
to the contract document: 


* weekly curbside trash pick-up.

Concern about 
local young people 
sparks workshop

Did you know that Crawford 
County children begin smoking in 
sixth through eighth grade at four 
times the national rate? 

Did you know that seven 
Crawford County children begin 
drinking in sixth through cighth 
grade lor every six nauonwide? 

Did you know that nearly tree 
times as many Crawford County 
high school seniors have used mati- 
juana in the last 30 days than the 
national average? Even the number 
of Crawford County eighth graders 
using marijuana in the last 30 days 
exceeds the national rate for high 
school seniors. 

Did you know nearly one 
Crawford County eighth grader in 
four sces no risk in trying crack 
cocaine? 

These numbers all came from a 
1997 study, but have — things 
improved for Crawford County 
youth? A study done in 2000 shows 
that index crimes (murder, rape, 
robbery, aggravated assault, bur- 
glary, arson, motor vehicle theft and 
larceny) committed by people 18 
and under in Crawford County are 
nearly 1.5 times the stale average. 

The number of students in the 
high school involved in aggres- 
sive/assaultive behavior in 1999- 
2000 was 80. In the first semester 
of 2001-2002, there were 61 stu- 
dents involved. 

Obviously, no one working alone 
can turn the tide, but the leaders of 
several groups and organizations

Doctor’s 
prescribing 
habits itn 
question 


Following nearly two years of 
investigation, Michigan Attorney 
General Jennifer M. Granholm has 
filed a complaint against a local 
doctor for allegedly violating a 
number of sections of the Public 
Health Code. 

Granholm’s administrative com- 
plaint, is based on an investigation 
by the Bureau of Health Services of 
the Department of Consumer and 
Industry Services, was filed against 
Dr. Charles L.H. Gosling, M.D. on 
July 19. . 

Gosling is affiliated with 
Grayling Family Practice Clinic, 
P.C. and serves at times as an emer- 
gency room physician at Grayling 
Mercy Hospital. No other doctors 
or other staff members of either 
establishment are named in oe 
complaint. 

The investigation, covered in 
Count I of the complaint, included

Michigan State Police where a “fic- 
titious patient,” portrayed by an 
undercover officer, sought treat- 
ment from Dr. Gosling for elbow. 
pain and was’ aptesenipedi3 the:

painkiller Vicodin when the doctor 
determined physical therapy would 
not be useful. 

The undercover detective stated 
the doctor asked him what strength 
he thought he needed, the detective 
responded “Extra strength,” and Dr. 
Gosling wrote a prescription for 
100 Vicodin ES tablets. The detec- 
tive also described the ease in 
which he could get refills without a 
doctor's visit and continued to be 
prescribed the medication even 
after he told the doctor he no longer 
was experiencing pain, and 
increased the dosage. 

The attorney general’s office 
charges Dr. Gosling is in violation 
of the Health Code because tt 
alleges he prescribed narcotic 
painkillers "following a minimal 
diagnostic evaluation and no trial of 
non-narcotic alternatives.” Also,

In Count H, the complaint 
describes how one patient with 
back pain, now 53 years old, was 
prescribed opium-derived 
painkillers over standard amounts 
over a one year span. “From June 
1999 through = =May — 2000, 
Respondent (Dr. Gosling)  pre- 
scribed to (the patient) 15,468 nar- 
colic analgesics” allowing the 
patient to ingest “an average of 
43.81” narcotic painkillers each 
day. 

As a result of statements given by 
the patient in Count II, the com- 
plaint charges Dr, Gosling allegedly

pain and despite the doctor’s 
“repeated entries in the record 
strongly suggestive of drug secking 
behavior” by the patient. 

Count III and VI contain allega- 
tions that Dr. Gosling prescribed 
Vicodin ES and the narcotic 
Endodan that exceeded maximum 
acceptable doses for over a year to 
his housekeeper who he was treat- 
ing for arthritis and back pain, 

His handyman told the state 
investigator Dr. Gosling was also 
treating him for arthritis and back 
pain and over the course of about 
five years prescribed an average of 
52.12 tablets per day (a total of 
18,870 pills), exceeding the maxi- 
mum dosages, without exploring 
non-narcotic pain management 
alternatives. Drugs prescribed 
included Oxycodone in both its

drug with acetaminophen added. 
The handyman also stated he 
received Demerol injections once 
or (wice a week from Dr. Gosling. 

Count V covers Dr. Gosling’s 
treaunent of 2001 murder victim, 
Shane Piehl, though his name is not 
actually stated. He is identified by 
a statement from the Crawford 
County Sheriff’s office as mur- 
dered in a “drug deal gone bad.” 
According to the state investigator, 
the doctor treated Piehl for pain 
afier back surgery from December 
1999 until his death in May 2001. 

Pichl was prescribed narcotic 
controlled substances including 
Roxicodone, Oxycontin, and 
Norco. He was also prescribed 
Noranton, Valium and Soma. The 
complaint states that over a six- 
month span, Pichl was prescribed 
an average of 17.1 narcotic tablets 
per day, “many of which were high- 
dose, long acting medication 
intended for two to three times per 
day dosing.” 

A friend of Piehl’s allegedly told 
Dr. Gosling when asked, that Pich! 
and another of his patients, were 
selling their prescription drugs on 
the street and asked the doctor not 
to reveal his source of information. 
Gosling allegedly confronted Pichl 
at his next office visit and told him 
his friend provided the information. 
Picht is reported to have denied 
selling the drugs and Gosling con- 
tinued to prescribe the narcotics for 
five more months. 

The state investigator found that 
the day after Piehl’s friend visited 
Gosling’s office for the first time, 
he was treated in the emergency 
room at Grayling Mercy Hospital 
for an overdose of Oxycontin and 
Xanax. The friend reported he 
bought the Oxycontin on the street 
from Pieh]. Dr. Gosling is reported 
to have told the friend a little over a 
month later that he would no longer 
treat him. 

As a result of the investigation 
and filing of the complaint, the 
Disciplinary Subcommittee" is 
authorized to take disciplinary 
action for the following alleged vio- 
lations: 

* Violation of general duty, con- 
sisting of negligence or failure to 
exercise due care... to safely and 
skillfully practice the health profes- 
sion. 

¢ Incompetence - “a departure 
from, or failure to conform to, min- 
imal standards of acceptable and 
prevailing practice for the health 
profession, whether or not actual 
injury to an individual occurs.” 

* Lack of good moral character as 
defined - “the propensity on the part 
of the person to serve the public in 
the licensed area iti a fair, honest 
and open manner.”

An assistant attorney general 
working on the case said the next 
step will be for Dr. Gosling and his 
attorney to attend a compliance 
conference with the Board of 
Medicine. A determination is made 
regarding disciplinary action to be 
taken and the doctor will be offered 
such at a settlement conference. If 
he chooses not to accept the action, 
a public hearing will be held. If he

To the editor, 

Yesterday morning our four- 
legged boys awoke me by staring 
intently at my sleeping form for 
who knows how long. Still dark 
ouside, they urged me out the bed- 
room door towards our kitchen with 
‘inmxious moves and expectant yips. 
IT couldn’ t figure out what was going 
on, being groggy, until I heard the 
distinctive yowl of a cat -- a cat that 
wasn’t mine. 

The dogs by this time were going 
crazy, so J] slowly opened the back- 
door, peaking out an arm-sized 
crack while holding two anxious 
rotts at bay. There stood a surprised 
white and orange cat stalking my 
gray tabby that was nowhere to be 
seen. “Once more,” I thought, “we 
are victims of poor pel owners,” 
The cat took off, obviously feral and 
frightened of humans and dogs 
alike. Chessie, our cat, crept out 
from behind the freezer, gave me a 
glance of thanks and then sniffed 
the air. Yes, tt was an un-neutered 
male. 

My dawn experience isn’t unique, 
nor is it the last time we will have to 
deal with feral cats here in northern 
Michigan. But if pet owners spayed 
and neutered their cals, we wouldn't 
have the problem of feral cats we do 
in this area. Remember: a female 
cat can begin reproducing at five 
months and will be in “heat” until 
she mates! She can become preg- 
nant again even while nursing kit- 
fens. An un-neutered male cat can 
mate three or four times in a 48- 
hour period.

A king once asked a court jester if 
he could prove God with one word. 
The court jester replied - Jews. God 
promised in Genesis 12 to bless the 
nations that bless the Jews and curse 
the nations that curse the Jews. Israel’s 
miraculous rebirth and development 
after 2000 years of worldwide disper- 
sion cannot be explained without God. 
The fall of every nation that has turned 
against Israel down through history 
cannot be explained without God. 

The world is jealous of the Jews 
because God called them to be His 
chosen people. (Deut 7:6, — Isa 
43:10,11). The land of Isracl belongs 
to God who created it, not the U.N. or 
the Arabs. (Psa 24:1, Deut 32:8,9). 
God gave Israel to the Jews as His 
chosen land for His chosen people. 
(Zech 5:5), Gad’s gift of the land was 
for an everlasting possession. (Gen

only given to one son of Abraham, 
named Isaac. Gen 35:11,12, Gen 
28:13). God defined and deeded the 
very borders of the land in Gen 13:14- 
17, Gen 15:18-21, & Exo 23:31. God 
swore by an oath to give Israel their 
land.

The land was called Canaan 
before God gave it to the Jews, after 
God gave the land to the Jews God 
called it Isracl, never Palestine. 

Palestine was a name given the land 
of Israel by Isracl’s enemics the 
Philistines. Later when the Roman 
Empire conquered Jerusatem in 70 AD 
and dispersed the Jews, the Romans 
also out of contempt for the Jews 
adopted the name Palestine for the 
land of Israel. The only people called 
Palestinians prior to the reestablishing 
of Israel in 1948 were the Jews living 
there. The Arabs living in the land only 
adopted the name Palestinians after the 
Jews became known as Israelis in 
1948. Arabs prior to that time identi- 
ficd with their roots in the Arab 
nations surrounding Israel, 

God in the Bible specifically 
reserved the land of Isracl for the 
Jewish people. (Eze 36:8-10). This 
includes the city of Jerusalem, the 
West Bank, Jordan, and much of the 
land today surrounding Israel and con- 
trolled by Arab nations and people. 
God foretold that the return of the 
Jews to Isracl would provoke a reac- 
tion by Israed’s neighbors, (ize 36:2- 
5). God also promised to severely 


judge any nation that atlempts to 


divide [sraet’s land and remove it {rom 
the Jews, Joel 3:1). God promised that 


the conflict over Isracl’s land would 
eventually involve the entire world. 
(Zech 12:1-3). God promised to make 
Jerusalem a “cup of trembling” and “a 
burdensome stone for all people” 
before His return in the end times. 

After 7 years of great tribulation, the 
Jews and Israel will be fully restored. 
(er 30:7; Jer 33:24; Rom [1:17-21.) 
The Jewish Rabbi who assisted me in 
compiling this article believes the 
same Bible and worships the same 
Messiah we do our Lord Jesus Christ.

assistance field,
